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To  the  ChairiTian  and  Members  of  the  Challey  Rural  District  Council . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  area  are  virtually  unchanged  from  those 
of  1961  and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  rJales. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  has  increased  by  some  I587O  persons 
in  the  last  two  years.  This  gro\^rth  of  population  obviously  means  that 
the  services  provided  by  the  Council  have  to  expand  accordingly  and 
details  of  the  environmental  health  services  are  to  be  found  in  the 
report . 

A.  total  of  171  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  of  these,  140  were  measles.  The  Ministry  of  Health  continue 
to  make  the  notification  of  measles  a statutory  requirement  largely  on 
the  grounds  that  when  a measles  vaccine  is  in  general  use,  notification 
will  provide  valuable  statistical  evidence  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
vaccine.  The  facts  that  a vaccine  ma^r  lot  be  in  use  for  several  years 
and  that  complete  notification  is  not  necessary  to  provide  the  statistical 
evidence  are  ignored  and  in  the  meantime  something  like  £100,000  is 
wasted  on  notifications  in  a year  '^Aien  measles  is  prevalent. 

Housing  continues  to  remain  the  chief  environmental  health  problem 
in  the  area.  Council  house  building  was  restricted  to  17  old  people’s 
bungalows  during  the  year  and  although  the  1963/4  programme  is  rather 
more  ambitious,  the  overall  housing  shortage  will  be  unchanged. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  raising  the  standards  of  food  hygiene 
throughout  the  district.  The  details  contained  in  the  report  give  some 
idea  of  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  dur-^ng  the  year  in  connection  with 
food  hygiene.  A.  successful  prosecution  against  one  firm  for  offences 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  resulted  in  fines  of  £315  being 
imposed.  The  general  public  can  do  much  to  raise  existing  standards 
of  food  hygiene  by  refusing  to  tolerate  any  insanitary  methods  of 
food  handling. 

The  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  became  of  more  importance 
during  the  year,  when  the  results  of  the  studies  carried  out  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  the  past  five  years  were  published.  All  the  evidence  shows 
that  the  amount  of  dental  decajr  in  the  population  can  be  more  than 
halved  when  fluoride  is  present  to  the  concentration  of  one  part  per 
million  (1  p.p.m.)  in  the  water  supply.  The  benefit  is  first  apparent 
in  children  but  after  a number  of  years  these  children  will  enter  adult 
life  with  sound  teeth  and  so  the  state  of  the  nation’s  teeth  will  steadily 
improve.  Ho  evidence  has  been  produced  that  fluoride  occurring  in  water 
in  the  ^concentration  of  1 p.p.m.  has  any  harmful  effects  x^?■h^t soever , 
Millions  of  people  in  various  parts  of  the  world  are  drinking  neater  that 
contains  fluoride  in  a concentration  of  1 p.p.m,  or  more  without  any 
harmful  effects  but  with  excellent  teeth.  The  same  results  are  found 
in  areas  where  fluoride  is  artifidfelly  introduced  into  the  water  supply 
to  raise  the  concentration  of  the  naturalj.y  occurring  fluoride  to  1 p.p.m. 
The  state  of  the  nation’s  teeth  is  deplorable  and  it  is  sound  preventive 
medicine  to  remedy  this  by  artificially  raising  the  level  of  fluoride 
to  the  level  at  which  the  teeth  benefit. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Memb'^rs  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I received  from  them 
during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  duo  to  Mr.  Kent  and  his  staff  for 
their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  courtesy  and  co-operation.

BIRTH  R/ITE 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1962  was  14.1  per  1,000  population. 

This  is  above  the  yearly  average  for  the  district  and  represents  331 
live  births.  /Applying  the  area  comparability  factor  of  1,059  the 
adjusted  rate  becomes  14.8,  which  is  lovrer  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  at  18.O.

It  was  necessary  on  three  occasions  during  the  5^ear  to  obtain 
Court  Orders  under  the  National  Ossistance  (im.endment ) Act,  195l>  for 
the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  to  hospital  or 
welfare  accommodation.  A total  of  five  persons  was  involved. 

The  first  case  was  that  of  an  elderly  brother  and  sister  living 
in  a dilapidated  bungalow  on  Ditchling  Comiaon.  They  were  admitted  into 
a County  Council  homo  for  old  people.  Unfortunately  the  brother  was 
taken  ill  and  had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  where  he  died.  Fne  sister 
has  settled  do^ni  and  is  still  living  in  the  County  home. 


(3) 


The  second  case  concerned  an  old  nan  living  on  his  aim  in  the 
North  Chailey  area.  He  was  desperatley  ill  hut  refused  to  accept 
bis  doctor’s  advice  to  enter  hospital.  No  arrangements  could  he  made 
for  him  to  he  nursed  at  home  so  an  ord-^r  was  obtained.  He  died  after 
a short  period  in  hospital. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  an  elderly  couple  in  Rinigmer  who  for 
many  years  had  refused  all  offers  of  assistance.  It  was  only  when  the 
husband  collapsed  that  access  could  ho  gained  to  the  house  and  even 
then  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  an  order  to  remove  them  to  hospital. 
The  husband  died  within  a short  time  and  although  his  wife  settled 
dovm  in  hospital,  she  died  a few  months  after  admission. 

Several  other  cases  of  old  people  living  alone  and  not  receiving 
adequate  care  and  attention  were  brought  to  my  notice.  In  all  these 
cases  it  was  possible  either  to  persuade  them  to  accept  admission  to 
hospital  or  to  a County  hone  on  a voluntary  basis,  or  to  make  such 
other  arrangements  as  to  solve  the  problem, 

I must  stress  that  compulsor^^  action  is  only  taken  as  a very  last 
resort  when  all  other  measures  have  failed  and  even  then  with  extreme 
reluctance. 
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SECTION  II 

General  Provision  of  Eoalth  Services  in  the  /Vrea

During  the  p' riod  under  review  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Rural  District  of  Chailey  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Borough  of  Lewes  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Newhaven  and 
Sea ford. 

One  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  three  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carried  out  duties  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  at  the  ^^oyal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
/imbulance 

This  service  is  supplied  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  which 
arranges  for  the  three  anbulances  and  one  dual  purpose  sitting  vehicle 
stationed  at  Lewes  to  be'  available  for  the  transfer  of  cases  into 
hospital  from  this  area,  with  the  following  exceptions.  Cases  from 
Ditchling  and  Wivelsfield  are  transported  by  the  service  stationed  at 
Hayi-^rards  Heath,  and  those  from  South  Heighten,  Peacehaven,  Tarring 
Neville,  Piddinghoe  and  Telscombe,  by  the  service  stationed  at  Newhaven, 

Both  infectious  and  non- infectious  cases  are  conveyed  in  the  same 
ambulances  and  arrangements  ore  in  being  for  the  disinfection  of  amb- 
uli^'caS,  bedding,  clothing,  etc,, after  use  for  the  transport  of  an 
infectious  case. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  the  trans- 
port of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

/is  in  previous  5i^ears,the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  as  empowered 
by  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  /let,  194-6,  has  arranged 
for  this  service  to  be  provided  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Nursing 
/issociation  through  the  Distmt  Nursing  /associations. 

Hrsnitals 

/Although  there  arc  no  hospital  facilities  in  the  area  of  the 
Chailey  Rural  District,  hospital^  and  specialist  services  are  provided 
by  hospitals  within  the  areas  of  adjacent  districts.

Phase  I of  this  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  as  a 
result  of  this  work  three  small  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  serving  existing 
groups  of  houses  have  been  abandoned,  the  School  premises  were  conn- 
ected and  a very  satisfactory  improvement  thereby  effected. 

Phase  II  of  the  scheme  was  commenced  during  the^^ar  and  should 
be  completed  early  in  1963. 

Peacehaven 

V/ork  on  sewer  laying  by  the  East  Sussex  Sounty  Council  under 
the  Private  Street  V/orks  Act  continued  durnng  the  year  according  to 
plan.  T^Afo  lengths  of  sewer  laid  in  Salt  dean  by  the  Estate  Company 
have  been  declared  public  sewers  and  taken  over  by  the  Council. 

Newick  and  Chailey 

This  new  Works  is  now  settling  doim  well  and  producing  a good 
effluent . 

Barcom.be 

The  rebuilding  of  this  Works  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Ringmer 

The  Council  have  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to 
prepare  a report  on  these  Disposal  Works  in  order  that  the  necessary 
work  of  enlargement  can  be  put  in  hand  before  the  authorised  further 
development  of  this  village  occurs, 

Ditchling 

Tenders  for  the  extension  of  this  sewer  to  serve  the  Common 
Lane  area  wore  accepted  dur-^'ng  the  year  and  work  is  expected  to 
coinmiGnce  early  in  1963. 


Piddlnghoe 

Work  on  the  scheme  for  providing  sewers,  two  pumping  stations 
and  rising  main  to  serve  this  village  were  commenced  in  A.ugust  this 
year.  Com-pletion  is  expected  by  April  1963. 


Rivers  Pollution 


The  Council  have  taken  a considerable  interest  in  the  Rivers 
Pollution  Prevention  Act  and  the  Public  Health  A.ct  1961  Part  V and 
are  in  close  consultation  with  the  Rivers  Board  and  the  Agricultural 
Advisory  Service  on  matters  relating  to  pollution. 


Thera  exist  in  the  District  very  considerable  problems  of  pollu- 
tion by  farm  effluents  and  problems  of  farm  effluent  discharging  to 
sewers.  No  policy  On  this  latter  question  has  yet  been  established 
nor  have  appropriate  charges  yet  boon  made. 
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Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  continues  to  be  collected  fortnightly  throughout  the 
District j with  kerbside  collection  as  the  general  practice  in  the  rural 
parishes  and  back  door  removal  in  the  more  urban  coastal  area.  As  the 
number  of  houses  continues  to  increase  and  the  volume  of  refuse  per 
house  also  increases  there  is  an  inevitable  need  for  enlargement  of  the 
fleet  of  collecting  vehicles. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough 
of  Lewes,  the  joint  population  making  it  a reasonably  economic  system 
to  operate.  As  in  most  areas  traffic  congestion  is  becoming  an  in- 
creasingly^ significant  factor  in  the  cost  of  collection. 

6.nti-Litter  Campaign 

The  Council’s  interest  in  this  activity  was  maintained  through- 
out the  year.  Litter  bins  provided  by  Parish  Councils  have  been 
regularly  emptied.  During  the  year  309  requests  were  received  for 
special  collection  of  accumulations  of  rubbish  and  bulky  objects,  such 
as  bicycle  frames,  old  prams  and  bedsteads 5 all  were  collected.  The 
result  of  these  activities  in  the  past  fex^)^  years  is  now  becoming  apparent 
and  it  is  now  most  unusual  indeed  to  see  any^  of  these  unsightly/"  accum- 
ulations on  commons  and  open  spaces  in  the  District. 

Much  difficulty/"  was  experienced  on  downland  bordering  Brighton 
due  to  the  nocturnal  tipping  activities  by  unkno"vm  persons  of  shop  and 
trade  refuse  from  the  large  urban  population  on  the  southern  bou:adary. 
This  area  of  dovmland  was  kept  cleared  regularly  during  the  year  and  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  condition  maintained.  The  very  great  help 
received  from  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton  in  helping  in  this  service 
is  very  much  appreciated. 

Dustbins 

The  dustbin  hire  scheme  made  a steady  progress  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  dustbins  on  hire  at  the  end  of  the  year  exceeded  1,500. 

Cess-pool  Emptying 

In  spite  of  a great  number  of  connections  to  sewers  referred  to 
earlier  there  was  only  a slight  decrease  in  the  dema-nd  for  the  emptying 
of  cesspools.  Five  cesspool  emptiers  are  operating  daily  for  this 
service.  The  charges  made  for  this  sei^ice  are  approximately  32^  of  the 
full  operating  costs,  the  remaining  being  a rate-bome  charge. 

The  number  of  loads  during  the  year  was  7,734  taken  from  3,959  cesspools. 

Transport 

411  the  Council’s  motor  vehicles  and  mechanical  equipment  are 
provided  and  "maintained  by  this  Department  including  automatic  pumping 
equipment  for  Sewage  Works,  4 high  standard  of  mechanical  efficiency  is 
maintained.  Extra  garage  premises  were  necessary  for  the  proper  housing 
of  vehicles  and  the  Co"uncil  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain 
suitable  premises  at  Eastgate  on  a short  lease.

The  Council  continues  to  encourage,  whenever  possible,  the  use 
of  Improve'ment  Grants  as  a means  of  raising  the  standard  of  housing 
throughout  the  District  and  steady  progress  in  reconditioning  of  the 
older  houses  continues  at  a proper  rats  having  regard  to  the  building 
resources  of  the  District, 
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The  worst  dwellings  now  in  use  in  the  District  are  those 
owned  by  British  Railirays  where  practically  no  progress  whatever  has 
been  achieved  and  no  co-operation  recoivod. 

During  the  yoar  45  Discretionary  Grants  and  13  Standa-rd  Grants 
were  approved  and  work  of  improvement  completed  to  26  houses  by 
Discretionary  Grants  and  9 by  Standard  Grants. 

Before  the  service  of  repair  notices  to  house  owacrs  it  is  the 
practice  to  make  a personal  approach  wherever  possible  to  discuss  the 
needs  of  the  property  and  to  recommend  the  host  use  of  grant  for 
it^provement  purposes.  This  method  of  approach  is  in  most  cases  much 
appreciated  and  appears  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  departments  on  the  question 
relating  to  rehousing  of  families  in  unfit  houses.  The  elimination  of 
unfit  houses  could  be  considerably  accelerated  if  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  would  increase  its  allocation  of  new 
houses  for  the  District. 

Hew  building  continues,  the  greater  part  being  at  Peacehaven 
and  Telscombe.  The  new  development  is  distributed  as  followss-

Slaughtering 

There  are  now  only  two  private  wholesale  slaughterhouses  situated 
in  the  District,  these  being  at  Wivelsfield  and  Ringmer.  The  oi'/ners  of 
both  slaughterhouses  have  recently  made  application  for  extensions  to 
their  premises  and  these  are  being  determined  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food,  If  approved,  the  proposals  will  enable 
slaughtering  to  be  carried  on  at  both  premises  under  ideal  conditions 
with  modern  slaughtering  and  refrigeration  equipment  and  as  such  can 
only  be  commended. 

100^  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  at  both  slaughterhouses  though 
this  makes  overtime  working  necessary  by  the  inspector^  on  most  evenings 
of  each  week. 

Set  out  belox\)^  is  a table  shev/ing  the  number  of  animals  killed 
together  with  the  quantity  of  m.eat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion, Vliilst  the  figures  are  not  extraordinary  in  any  way  the  relatively 
high  percentage  of  animals  which  are  found  t o have  some  part  or  organ 
which  is  unfit  for  consumption  illustrates  the  importance  of  this  service.

25  Informal 
notices  were  served  in  respect  of  premises  not  complying  vrith  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  proceedings  were  taken  in  the  Magistrate’s  Court 
against  a shop  in  Ditcbling.  Fines  totalling  £315  were  imposed  and  the 
Council  were  axArardod  20  gns.  costs. 

Two  other  instances  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  were  thatofapieco  of  string  embedded  in  a doughnut  and  of  a 
small  quantity  of  sand  and  cement  which  had  set  hard  in  the  bottom  of 
a milk  bottle.  In  both  instances  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
management .

In  1961  the  total  of  notifications  received  •'■^as  406.  The 
decrease  to  171  this  year  was  entirely  due  to  the  drop  in  measles 
notifications  from  357  to  140  and  whooping  cough  notifications  from 
34  to  12.  The  drop  in  the  nimiber  of  measles  notifications  was  to  he 
expected,  as  measles  epidemics  usually  occur  in  alternate  years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  either  poliomyelitis 
or  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.

Since  immunisation  was  first  introduced  there  has  been  a 
persistent  and  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
also  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria , This  fall  continued  until 
a year  or  two  ago  but  since  that  time  several  locally  severe  outbreaks 
of  diphtheria  have  occurred.  I cannot  urge  parents  too  strongly  to 
ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  against  this  dis  -'ase  since 
almost  all  the  cases  and  deaths  occur  amongst  non- immunised  children. 

It  has  become  all  too  common  to  regard  diphtheria  as  a during  disease 
and  to  think  that  because  it  is  no  longer  prevalent,  there  is  no  need 
to  have  children  immunised.  This  is  a very  dangerous  practice  and 
every  child  should  be  immunised  during  infancy  and  again  at  the  start 
of  school  life,

The  following  persons  were  vacclnatod  or  revaccinated  against 
smallpox  in  1962,  The  figures  are  greatly  increased  over  those  for 
1961  (l3l  vaccinatodj  99  revaccinated).  This  is  due  to  the  outbreaks 
of  smallpox  in  various  parts  of  the  country  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  which  resulted  in  large  numbers  of  people  seeking  vaccination.

During  and  since  these  outbreaks  of  smallpox  a lot  of  confusion 
has  been  caused  to  the  genera],  population  by  the  arguments  for  and 
against  smallpox  vaccination.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  now  issued 
a Memorandum  on  Vaccination  against  Smallpox.  The  salient  features  are 
as  followsi- 

• Routine  Primary  Vaccination  in  Early  Childhood 

(1)  Optimum  hge,  - Routine  primary  vaccination  is  not  now 
recommended  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  life  but  should  be  done  before 
the  age  of  2 years,  preferably  during  the  second  year. 

(2)  Contra-indications  - 

(a)  exposure  to  infectious  disease 

(b)  septic  skin  conditions 

(c)  infantile  eczema  or  an57  other  allergic  condition  - these  are 
absolute  contra-indications  to  routine  primary  vaccination 

(d)  hypogammaglobulinaemia 

(e)  cortico-steroid  treatment 

(f)  failure  to  thrive 

B . Routine  Pr''mary  Vaccination  at  Later  tges 

(1)  Although  at  any  age  the  risk  of  serious  complications  following 
vaccination  is  much  smaller  than  the  risk  of  death  run  by  those 
exposed  to  smallpox  while  unvaccinated,  primary  vaccination  is 
not  advised  as  a routine  after  early  childhood,  Put,  if  not 
performed  in  early  childhood,  primary  vaccination  at  a later 
age  may  eventually  becom.e  necessary  e.g.  when  serving  with  the 
armed  forces,  as  a condition  of  employment  and  before  under- 
taking foreign  travel, 

(2)  Contra-indications.  Consideration  must  be  given  to  - 

(a)  septic  skin  conditions 

(b)  a history  of  or  the  presence  of  eczema 

(c)  hypoganmaglobulinaemia 

(d)  cortico-steroid  treatment.  It  is  not  considered  wise  to 
vaccinate  routinely  patients  who  are  receiving  systemic 
cortico-steroid  treatment, 

(e)  early  preg?nancy.  On  general  principles  it  is  desirable  to 
avoid  the  use  of  a live  vaccine  during  the  first  trimester 
of  pi^nancy. 

^ “ Vaccination  in  the  presence  of  Smallpox 

The  object  is,  by  primary  vaccination  or  revacednation  as  soon 
after  exposure  or,  at  most,  within  three  days,  to  enable  the  individual 
to  eain  immunity  to  smallpox  within  the  normal  incubation  period  of 
that  disease.  In  the  presence  of  suspected  smallpox  there  are  no 
absolute  contra-indications  to  the  immediate  vaccination  or  revaccination 
of  all  close  contacts.

Tuberculosis 

In  1962  twenty-four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  cases 
of  non- pulmonary  tuberciiLosis  X'J'ere  notified,  whilst  during  the  year 
no  deaths  due  to  pulmonary  or  non-pulmona ry  tuberculosis  occurred. 

Of  the  cases  notified,  fifteen  pulmonary  cases  and  one  non-pulmona ry 
case  were  transfers  into  the  area  which  had  previously  been  notified 
elsewhere.  In  addition,  two  pulmonary  cases  re-entered  the  district, 
haying  left  the  area  previously.  One  of  the  re-entries  was  first 
notified  in  1962,  left  the  district  later  in  the  year,  and  returned 
again  before  the  end  of  December,  L total  of  eight  pulmonary  cases  and 
one  non-pulmona ry  case  never  previously  notified  remains  after  deducting 
the  transfers  in.  Two  new  cases  left  the  district  before  the  end  of 
the  year.  One  new  case  died  before  the  end  of  the  3^ear.  His  doathwas 
due  to  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus.  Details  are  given  in  the  following 
table,  ’transfers  in’  being  indicated  by  a "T.l.”,  ’transfers  out’  by 
”T,0.”  and  Ire-entry’  by
